This  is  my  twenty-ninth  Annual  Report  and  as  it  deals  mostly  with 
Statistics,  I think  it  best  to  present  it  as  soon  as  possible  even 
before  I have  received  the  yearly  instructions  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  The  only  figure  there  can  be  any  doubt  about  is  "Inward 
Deaths"  and  for  that  I should  have  to  wait  two  or  three  months. 

I am  greatly  indebted  to  the  Food  Office  for  their  helpful 
co-operation. 

They  were  able  to  give  me  my  figures  for  the  population  of  Aide burgh 
and  also  a list  of  those  I require  for  my  Returns  for  Diphtheria 
Immunisation  of  children  under  five  years  of  age.  From  these  I was  able, 
for  the  first  time,  to  be  accurate  about  the  Inward  and  Outward  Births.

Rainfall  : 


A 'study  of  the  Rainfall  on  the  last  page  of  my  Report  shows  that 
that  year  has  been  a very  dry  one,  nearly  three  inches  below  the  average 
of  the  last  seven  years  but  still  not  so  dry  as  1943, 


Temperature  ; 

The  mean  average  Temperature  for  1945  is  considerably  above  the 
average  of  my  records,  and  I see  that  at  Ipswich,  except  for  1941,  is 
the  highest  of  all  their  records. 


MIos  quitoes  : 

At  a Public  Health  Committee  Meeting  held  on  October  1,  I was 
asked  to  make  enquiries  as  to  the  Mosquito  Nuisance  and  to  report  thereon 

Cn  November  12th  I reported  that  as  a result  of  my  inquiries  I was 
unable  to  say  whether  the  Nuisance  was  more  marked  than  it  was  in  1941 
when  Mr.  P.G.  Shute  visited  Aldeburgh  on  September  9th  and  issued  his 
Report  on  the  subject.  He  then  advised  an  attack  on  the  adult  mosquito 
with  "Flit".

Mo  a quit  os jj : ( C ontd . ) 

As  new  m*  octioid’es  have  been  discovered  I consulted  Mr. 
Shute  on  the  matter,  and  on  October  19th  he  informed  me  that  he  had 
been  experimenting  with  D.D.T.  for  somet  ime  and  there  is  little 
doubt  that  this  is  very  successful  against  the  Adult  Mosquitoes  and 
Flies.  As  a Larvae ide  it  is  equally  successful,  but  has  not  the  same 
lasting  power  as  it  has  against  the  Adult  Mosquito.  For  this  district, 
where  Anopheles  Maculipennis  are  abundant,  spraying  the  cowsheds, 
stables  and  pigsties  with  D.D.T.  will,  if  carried  out  efficiently  and 
over  a period  of  time,  completely  control  this  species  Without  other 
measures  being  taken. 

A gallon  of  Vermicine  and  Flyquit  has  been  purchased  but  at 
present  we  have  not  a satisfactory  Sprayer. 


Schools :

Luncheons  are  now  cooked  in  the  new  kitchen  fitted  with  Electric
